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Aquatic center sports a new look

Major construction surrounded 
the CSUS Aquatic Center this 
summer. 

Changes to the center, which is 
located on the shores of Lake 
Natoma five miles east of cam- 
pus, include demolition of an old 
building and construction of a 
larger boathouse. 

“We’ ve tried to create an envi- 
ronment where a student can have 
a great time for little money,” 
said Craig Perez, the director of 
the Aquatic Center. 

Major construction at the cen- 
ter began after the NCAA 


Women’s Rowing championships 
were held at the facility in May. 

Work crews tore down the old 
boathouse and constructed a new one 
for the center, a building that will be 
converted into a maintenance shop in 
about 2 1/2 years. The conversion 
would consist of new windows, anda 
fresh coat of paint to the main 
building’s exterior 

“Atthis point it’s basically like 
a brand new house without any 
furniture,” said Perez. 

Improvements to the 16-year- 
old facility cost around $250,000. 
Most of the funding for the con- 
struction came from the Califor- 
nia Department of Boating and 
Waterways, according to Perez.

Coast Correct Craft, a company 
that also donated jet skis to the 
center, helped cover the rest of 
the bill. 

“The Aquatic Center is trying 
to create a community outreach 
from the university,” said Perez 
of the construction. 

The larger boathouse allows the 
center to store more equipment which 
will in turn attract more people, said 
Perez. If more people rent equipment 
or enroll in classes, more funds will 
become available for further improve- 
ments, said Perez. é 

To reach as many people as 
possible, the center makes a vari- 
ety of equipment available. The 


Faculty Senate open to partnership

With a new name and a new 
chair, the Faculty Senate is set to 
face the 1997-98 year. At the helm 
is associate geography professor 
Tom Krabacher. 

In May the faculty voted to 
eliminate administrators from the 
Academic Senate, thus changing 
its name to the Faculty Senate. 
Although the nine administrators 
that served on the 75-member sen- 
ate were ex-officio, non-voting 
members, many faculty felt in- 
timidated by the administration 
and wanted the power to shape 
campus policy with a coherent 
voice. 

“The vote was really more sym- 
bolic than anything,” said Michael 
Fitzgerald, who chaired the Aca- 
demic Senate last year. 

“It was about sending a mes- 


sage to the administration to butt 
out.” 

Krabacher, Fitzgerald’s suc- 
cessor, said that the senate has 
extended an invitation to admin-

Faculty Senate chair 


istrators to continue attending the 

open meetings. 
“Tn the interest of collegiality, 

being a ‘Faculty’ Senate doesn’t 


mean they’re not still a part of the 
broader community,” said 
Krabacher. “Plus, many issues 
discussed require insights from 
the administrators.” 

The Faculty Senate discusses 
and shapes academic policies and 
anything affecting the academic 
environment at CSUS. This year, 
a major issue the senate will try to 
resolve is the general education 
writing requirement. Currently all 
students must pass English 1A, 
English 20 and the Writing Profi- 
ciency Exam to graduate. 

“The requirements don’t seem 
to be doing the job completely,” 
said Krabacher. “The senate is 
going to look at having more of 
the writing requirements done 
within each major.” 

Other issues the Faculty Sen- 
ate will address this year is edu- 
cational technology and distance 
learning.

About 30 protesters railing 
against a series of photogra- 
phy books descended on Arden 
Way’s Barnes & Noble Satur- 
day morning, taking the books 
off store shelves and tearing 
out pages. 

The group was opposing the 
works of Jock Sturges, who 
photographs nude children and 
adults. 

The organizer of the pro-. 
test, Dr. Don Palmer, waved 
copies of state criminal law 
codes and pages from the 
books at passing motorists. 

“This is not literature. It’s 
illegal photographs of chil- 
dren,” Palmer said. “The rea- 
son we went in and took the 
books and tore them up is so 
the police would take the books 
into evidence and make this an 
issue.” 

According to Palmer, po- 
lice at the scene refused to 
confiscate the books. 

Barnes & Noblé declined to 
press charges against the pro- 
testers for theft in order to 
defuse the situation, accord- 
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center rents kayaks and canoes to 
anyone ona first come, first serve 
basis. To rent equipment for wind 
surfing and sailing, a person must 
first complete one of the classes 
at the center. Jet skis are only 
available to people enrolled in 
the jet ski course offered at the 
center and are not available for 
rent. 

Seven rowing coaches and seven 
staff members coordinate the pro- 
grams at the center. Each staff mem- 
ber heads a different athletic depart- 
ment, aided by some of the more than 
70 student assistants working at the 
center. Anyone interested in using

‘One Card’ hopes to 
meet students’ needs

When CSUS releases the “One 
Card” to its student body on Jan. 26, 
1998, the university will move one 
step.closer to the future. 

The primary function of the card 
will be as a picture identification card. 
It will also serve as a library card, a 
copy card and a calling card — 
through anelectronic, on-line account 
serviced campus-wide by AT&T. 

“The One Card is intended to com- 
bine any of the many cards you may 
use on the college campus into one,” 
said Ron Grant, director of CSUS 
support services. 

According to Grant, who-has been 
researching similar cards on cam- 
puses across the country since 1994, 
the name “One Card” evolved from 
its ability to do the work of several 
cards. 

In the future, said Grant, the pos- 
sibilities are endless. He hopes stu- 
dents will be able to use the card as a 
debit card at the bookstore, vending 
machines, and campus eateries; to 
obtain access to electronic locks and 
campus buildings; and even to buy 
daily parking permits. Grant is also 
investigating the possibility of creat- 
ing a system which includes popular 
off-campus eateries and stores. 

“Tam excited about this because 
of all the folks it is going to touch,” 
said Grant. 


Michelle Stable, a junior major- 
ing in speech pathology, felt she 
would benefit from the One Card. 

“T think it’s a good idea,” Stable 
said, “I would use it for the library, 
and as acopy card. I would probably 
use it as a phone card too.” 

Strategic management major Paul 
Dickey disagreed. 

“J think the current system is fine,” 
Dickey said. “It would be a hassle to 
add money into anew ID, andI would 
just use my ATM card anyway.” 

Grant said that the re-carding of 
the campus, which is scheduled to 
begin Jan. 26, will be a major event 
because of the more than 20,000 stu- 
dents who will get new cards. 

The new cards will be free to any- 
one holding a current CSUS ID card, 
and the current charge of $5 will 
apply to those students receiving their 
first card. However, Grant estimated 
a $15 fee will be charged to those 
who lose their card. This increase is 
due to higher costs involved in run- 
ning the One Card system, said Grant. 

The calling card~feature- of the 
One Card will be available on an 
optional basis, said Grant. Students 
wishing to use it as a calling card will 
have to sign up at one of the future 
value transfer stations that will be set 
up on campus. Students applying for 
this will receive a personal identifi- 
cation number similar to that for a 
normal calling card. 

With the exception of the calling 
card PIN, the only safety feature on 
the card will be the picture on the

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C@sper.[ NET] is the key 
to avoiding long lines

Long lines at Lassen Hall’s admis- 
sions and financial aid offices are typical 
at CSUS, but by using C@sper.[NET], 
students can avoid that wait — and save 
money. 

Students can use the C@sper.[NET] 
system to access most of the personal 
records available on campus. 

While scanning the class schedule last 
week, healthand safety major Kelly Quinn 
said of C@sper.[NET], “‘Tlikeit. I’ vebeen 
here three years and I have not had a 
problem.” 

C@sper.[NET] is accessed by one of 
two ways: either through the computer 
kiosks located throughout campus, or by 
touch-tone telephone. 

Thesystem provides general informa- 
tion about admissions policies and finan- 
cial aid at CSUS. It allows students to 
receive daily updates on the status of 
financial aid check disbursements, appli- 
cations and awards. It also alerts students 
about admissions decisions and if they 
have any missing documents. 

Additionally, students can obtain grade 
information, pay fees by credit card, and 
participate in entrance loan counseling. 
All students who want their first subsi- 
dized or unsubsidized direct loan must 
participate in this counseling either in 


person or over the phone. 

With all of these services available to 
students, geography major Elizabeth 
Bruno said that C@sper.[NET] is “a lot 
more efficient than coming to campus in 
person.” 

After receiving a printout from the 
C@sper.[NET] kiosk in River Front Cen- 
ter, Bruno said, “It’s a lot better than how 
they used to do it. I started at Chico State 
years ago, and I had to stand in line to do 
this.” 

To access personal records through 
C@sper.NET, students enter their Social 
Security numbers and personal identifi- 
cation numbers. As long as students have 
these key numbers on hand, they can keep 
a.constant eye on their personal records. 

“Information about financial aid and 
some admissions records are updated at 
least twice a day,” said Brian Smyth, 
manager of CSUS administrative com- 
puting. 

Smyth explained that upon the receipt 
of transcripts from another school, CSUS 
will update C @sper.[NET] that night. 

Bruno commented that 
C@sper.[NET] may even cut students’ 
costs. 

“T think that having the grades avail- 
able on the phone saves you money on 
transcripts,’ Bruno said with a smile. 

Students can reach C @sper.[NET] at 
278-8011, 24 hours a day, every day.

front. In the future when students 
may have large balances on their 
cards for buying things like books, 
Grant said he is hoping any merchant 
accepting the card will match the 
picture on the card with the person by 
whom it is presented. He said that he 
was not worried about stolen cards 
being used on unmanned stations, 
such as vending machines. 

“Tt would take a lot of swipes to do 
a lot of damage,” said Grant. 

A 24-hour phone number would 
also be set up for students to call in to 
report stolen ID cards. 

After a student reports a card lost 


or stolen, the university will accept 
responsibility for any transactions 
made after the report is filed. 

Grant predicts a smooth start but 
said a few problems will be expected 
in the beginning. 

“Of course there will be a few 
bumps in the system as we get off the 
ground,” said Grant. 

He said a number of universities 
around the country have had success 
using cards similar to the One Card, 
among them the University of Michi- 
gan, Florida State University and 
USC. 

In the CSU system, California 
State University, Fullerton is already 
using a similar card and other cam- 
puses, including Long Beach, San 
Jose and Chico, will soon be using 
the system as well.

The six-day strike of Bay Area 
Rapid Transit workers is a good ex- 
ample of how people let their own 
selfishness run amok.

Rush-hour traffic 
increased by 60 percent during the 
strike, spewing enough carbon mon- 
oxide into the atmosphere to choke a 
bull. 

And while I normally support the 
right of a union to contest what it 
finds to be unfit wages, I question the 
actions of BART employees. 

Here is a group of unskilled la- 
borers that brings in $40,900 to 
$48,000 a year. Out of the blue, they 
decide they want raises, and they 
were willing to create a hazard to the 
environment and a major annoyance 
to commuters to get them. 

This strike is just another symp- 
tom of a larger problem. There are 
people who don’t claim responsibil- 
ity for their actions. They don’t care 
— so we have to care enough to 
make up the difference.

}an end. Meanwhile, according to 

{the Sacramento AIDS Foundation, 
the epidemic continues to spread at 
arate of 8,000 new cases per year in 
California alone. 

Bovio does her part working 
against the virus from within the 
walls of her 21st Street office of the 
SAF. As the coordinator for the 
Capital AIDS Walk, she is commit- 
ted to a full-time effort which aims 
to rally close to 4.000 participants 
and raise $300,000. 

This year’s AIDS Walk will start 
on the morning of Sunday, Sept. 21 
on the west steps of the Capitol. 


SAF and the Center for AIDS Re- 
search, Education and Services will 
be the primary beneficiaries of the 
eighth annual fund-raiser. 

Bovio took the AIDS Walk Co- 
ordinator position this year after 
working on the SAF staff for one 
year. Previously she worked as a 
volunteer for the program and was 
“matched” with AIDS patients. As 
a volunteer, she spent six hours a 
week with her match giving emo- 
tional and practical support. 

SAF provides volunteer legal 
services, massage therapy, and 
medical and psychological care 
to help reduce patients’ hospital 
visits. 

“I was a volunteer for about eight 
years with the matching program 
after I lost a close family member,” 
said Bovio. 

When Bovio began volunteer- 
ing with SAF, the foundation or- 
ganized a handful of people for 
Sacramento’s inaugural AIDS 
Walk. 

Today, members of the SAF staff

Volleyball wins five-game battle in Berkeley 


Despite trailing two games to one, Hornets battle back to take match from Golden Bears

The Sacramento State women’s 
volleyball team marched into Ber- 
keley Friday night and pulled out 
a nail-biter over the California 
Golden Bears 18-16, 9-15, 8-15, 
15-6, and 15-12, extending its 
winning streak to three matches. 

In their longest match of the 
season, which lasted a brisk two 
hours and 30 minutes and five 
games, the Hornets seemed to 
thrive on the pressure applied by 
the Bears and their 752 noisy fans. 

“I thought [Sac State] played 
very courageously. They’re a very 
good team,” said Cal head coach 
Sue Woodstra. “We gave them 
opportunities and they took ad- 
vantage of them. 

“They played very well, they 
dug real well and they were very 
scrappy. They stayed aggressive 
and played pretty smart. They 
earned it for sure,” Woodstra said. 

In game one, the Hornets came 
back from deficits of 3-9, 9-13, 
and 11-14 to overtake the Bears. 
Sac State and its “never say die” 
attitude staved off five game 
points and forced the Bears into 


numerous mistakes resulting in a 
paltry .102 hitting percentage. 
With the 18-16 win, the Hornets 
are 5-0 in games decided by two 
points this season. 

Cal (5-2) bounced back to win 
games two and three behind strong 
play from junior middle blocker 
Elena Berman and senior outside 
hitter Michelle Wickman. The 
Bears held the Hornets to a .120 
combined hitting percentage for 
both games. 

Game two marked the return of 
sophomore middle hitter Korri 
Kuelper from a back injury that 
had kept her sidelined for the en- 
tire season. Kuelper paid imme- 
diate dividends hitting .412 for 
the match with nine kills and only 
two errors in 17 attempts. 

“I was really nervous, but it 
felt real good to get back out 
there,” said Kuelper. “[The in- 
jury] feels pretty good. Once I get 
warm, I can’t really feel it.” 

The Hornets shattered any mo- 
mentum Cal had by running off 
seven unanswered points in game 
four to lead 9-3. CSUS went on to 
win the game easily, holding the 
Bears to a .000 hitting percentage.

Each of the speakers stressed 
the importance of establishing a 
winning tradition. 

Possibly the most inspirational 
speech of the evening came from 
one of the smallest and youngest 
Hornet supporters, 6-year-old 
Danielle Morrissey, sister of fresh- 
man tight end/kicker Jon Morrissey. 

During the barbecue Danielle 
endeared herself to the crowd by 
standing on her chair, waving her 
pom-poms and shouting, “Go 


Hornets! We are number one!” 

Even though she’s not offi- 
cially a Hornet cheerleader, 
Danielle said that she doesn’t 
“have the uniform, but I got the 
pom-poms.”

This letter is in response to 
Sandra Schlemmer’s statement 
that she hopes she has “cleared 
up some of the floating rumors” 
regarding the Women’s Re- 
source Center in the Letters to 
the Editor (Sept. 12, 1997). 

Not only did Schlemmer not 
clear up any rumors, but she is 
spreading more fallacies, which 
has been the practice of ASI 
throughout this battle over the 
Women’s Resource Center. 

When this battle first began, 
no one from ASI was clear as 
to why they were defunding the 
WRC in the first place. Carol 
Ackerson said one thing;

I personally went to each 
board member and addressed 
each one of their allegations, 
but they kept changing their 
reasons for defunding the Cen- 
ter.

in March, before this battle 
even started. Thus, the FACT 
that the WRC applied for 
applied for outside funding 
is DOCUMENTED in their 
very own minutes. 

The Second reason 
Schlemmer and the ASI board 
give for defunding the WRC 
is that there was a lack of ac- 
countability for the dollars 
that were being given to the 
Center. Again, this is another 
inaccuracy. Ashley Sinclaire 
was the Director of the WRC 
for a total of 10 years. Her 
budget books have always 
been documentation that there 
was a lack of accountability 
for money? 

These two fabrications at- 
tempt to discredit the work of 
the WRC, they are reprehen- 
sible, unsubstantiated allega- 
tions. 

Now, Schlemmer says 
“way to go ASI!” for return- 
ing funding to the Center. It 
isn’t that simple, however, and 
ASI is not receiving any 
cheers from WRC supporters 
for doing what they should 
have done in the first place:

say they are very excited about the 
anticipated thousands who will ei- 
ther form teams or who will indi- 
vidually cover the upcoming five- 
mile stroll. 

Jerry Perry of the local music 
publication, “Alive and Kicking,” 
put together last year’s largest team 
of walkers. With an anticipated 400 
members, Perry’s team looks to be 
the largest for the second year ina 
row. 

“Y’m on fire right now. If I de- 
cide I’m going to do something, 
I’m going to do it,” said Perry, who 
is helping to promote this years 
AIDS Walk. 

“The AIDS Foundation is under- 


funded and Sacramento is still a 
little backwards as to how people 
perceive these issues,” said Perry. 

He plans on raising $10,000 for 
SAF. 

“Tts like I’m daring people (to walk 
for the cause), battling homophobia,” 
said Perry, “but AIDS effects every- 
one.” 

Perry is driven to show that a 
noncorporate group of self-organized 
volunteers can make an impression at 
a charitable event such as the AIDS 
Walk. 

“Tt’s great that large corporations 
like US Bank and others are in- 
volved,” said Perry, “but half of my 
team is under 21. I think that sends a 
message that anyone can do this.” 

Growth of the event is important 
for SAF and CARES, which rely 
heavily on grants and volunteers to 
keep their programs alive. 


“We have seen a steady rise in 
interest in Sacramento, whereas in 
San Francisco, participation at their 
walk has plateaued,” said Bovio.

protecting children, according to 
the ALA. 

Sex, violence, profanity and 
racism were the main reasons 
given for attempting to ban ques- 
tionable books, but some classic 
works, such as Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s “The Scarlet Letter” 
and Herman Melville’s “Moby 
Dick,” were banned from a Texas 
high school reading list because

“There always seem to be par- 
ents or library patrons who are 
prone to want to control what 
people read,” said Terry Francke, 
a prominent lawyer for the First 
Amendment Coalition. 

Other books that have been 
challenged include “To Kill a 
Mockingbird” by Harper Lee, 
“Little House on the Prairie” by 
Laura Ingalls Wilder, and most 
works by Stephen King.

In response to a federal gov- 
ernment push to link highway aid 
with a state’s stance on illegal 
drugs, the California Legislature 
has passed a bill authorizing the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to 
suspend the driving privileges of 
anyone convicted of possessing a 
controlled substance. 

. The bill, AB 74, signed by Gov. 
Pete Wilson in May, requires a 
six-month driver license suspen- 
sion upon conviction of any drug 
offense, whether or not the of- 
fense occurs in a vehicle. By en- 
acting this legislation, California 
retains nearly $100 million in fed- 
eral highway matching funds. 

CSUS students have mixed re- 
actions to the new legislation. 

“T think it’s outrageous!” said 
Casandra Pagonis, a senior. “I 


don’t understand why DMV is 
involved at all. You should be 
fined or have to pay the price 
through the legal system, not 
through the DMV — especially if 
it has nothing to do with driving a 
vehicle.” 

Communications major 
Siobhan Guiney, who gave up 
marijuana in the 1970s, felt the 
issue came down to a matter of 
personal responsibility. 

“There are consequences for 
everything we do,” said Guiney. 
“If people thought about the con- 
sequences of using a controlled 
substance outside their shade- 
drawn homes, it might eventually 
affect drug use on the streets.” 

Graduate student Scott 
Millward saw hidden motives for 
the bill’s passage. 

“Legislation like this rarely 
would be passed for simple pub- 
lic welfare. Either it’s politically 
motivated, or, as in this case, it 


may be financially inspired,” 
Millward said. 

Seeing a connection between 
legal or social issues and driving 
privileges, Millward said, “They 
are punishing individuals for a 
crime they have yet to commit, 
saying, ‘If you get stoned, you 
may be the sort of person who 
eventually will break a law while 
driving.’” 

“As a non-drug user, I could 
say I’m unaffected, or even.that I 
stand to benefit. However, from 
a Constitutional standpoint, I have 
some problems with it,” said 
Millward. 

According to a local magis- 
trate, Commissioner Ester 
Costellanos, the law requires any- 
one under the age of 21 convicted 
of a non-vehicle-related alcohol 
or drug offense to have their driver 
license revoked for one year, pay 
a $1,600 fine and attend a four- 
month, $500 class on alcohol
